ROCHESTER, N.Y., March IS. — 
President Taf: has Invited Hon. \v. .S. 
Fielding, .Minister of Finance of Can- 
ada, to meet him in Albany tomorrow 
or Sunday for a conference regarding 
the Canadian tariff dispute. 

OTTAWA, March 18.— Mr. Fielding 
la staying at homo tonight, and will 
not Rive a definite statement 11s to 
whether he will accept President Tatt's 
invitation to meet him at Albany. 
However, opinion in the lob'olea 1.-. 
strong that be should go. His ab- 
sence from the House, is construed as 
meaning that he is preparing for the 
Interview, The feeling is that while 
acceptance takes some of the, gloss of 
Canada's aloofness, a refusal would be 
ungracious. 

The most important event In a day 
spent In supply was .Mr. Plgher'a an- 
nouncement that before long the re- 
cent trade agreement with Germany 
will be followed up by the establish- 
ment of a trade agent In Germany, 
probably In Hamburg, it was J. n).

Watched in Britain 

LONDON, March IS— The tariff sit- 
uation between Canada ami the United 
States Is being keenly watched by 
British firms, as In the event of the 
Imposition Of a surtax on American 
goods by Canada, British manufactur- 
ers, it Is expected, will reap consider- 
able advantage. 

Germany Hopes to Profit 

BERLIN, .March 18. — Germany 
counts on profiting handsomely by the 
Impending Canadian-American tariff 
war, as the United States is regarded 
hero as a more dangerous rival to 
German trade ambitions In the Do- 
minion than Great Britain or France. 
Anything calculated to stem an in- 
vasion of the Canadian market, there- 
fore, is hailed as an ill wind that can 
blow Germany only good. The Vos- 
Hcishe Zeltung, commenting on the 
possibilities of a fiscal war recently, 
observed that Germany had every 
reason to sit back and enjoy the con- 
flict silently, smiling, while the Her- 
man press was publishing with pride 
statistics showing the growth of the 
German population in Canada, it is 
said that there are now 17,000 Ger- 
man residents in the Canadian wes- 
tern provinces alone, and It is believed 
that they will be active promoters of 
German trade ambitions with their 
adopted fatherland.

The matter' of chief interest W U9 the 
appearance before the committee of 
Hon. Clifford Sifton on behalf or the 
conservation commission. Ho said the 
conservation commission was opposed 
to the bill and was also opposed to 
giving a franchise to c.ny private com- 
pany to build a canal connecting the 
waterways. The commission was un- 
animous In declaring against this class 
of franchise. The bill will be no bene- 
fit to the public The promoters did not 
want to build .any canal. Under the 
cloak of building a car.nl the application 
was ,eal!y for some ulterior purpose. 
If the company got this franchise they 
would obstruct the development on ail 
waterways along the route 

Air. Conmee — "What harm will be 
done?" 

Mr. Sifton said the question was not 
what harm would bo dune, but what 
public good would result from the enter- 
prise. The bill seemed to the com- 
mission to be calculated to promote 
speculation in water powers. There was 
no demand for a canal and the principle 
of surrendering control of international 
the bill on the ground Hint It would 
be madness to give a blanket charter to 
this company. 

Mr. Crysler, K. C, appeared for the 
municipality of Winnipeg and opposed 
the bill no the ground that it. would 
endanger the Investment of over one 
million dollars In the conservation of 
power on the Winnipeg river. 

Mr. Sifton also declared some criti- 
cism against the St. Lawrence Power 
Transmission bill. He reminded the 
committee that when the St. Lawrence 
power bill was passed in 1901 he had 
opposed it. Precisely what he had 
prophesied then hud occurred. Tin' 
charter was being used merely for the 
purpose of selling the control of Cana- 
dian waterways to Americans.

land. 

Although there is no official author-

For approximately twenty years, un- 
til the 15th p£ last month, Rector 
"Williams managed to gc^ along- with- 
out a name at all, only a number, op- 
posite which in the register of tho 
State prison ut Rusk, Texas, appeared 
the entry: 

•'Convicted of murder In the llrst 
degree and sentenced tj forty years' 
imprisonment." 

Half of that long sentence had been 
served and Rectus Williams had lung 
since settled down to the mechanical 
performance of a convict';; routine 
tasks before It was discovered that he 
was not guilty of the murder of which 
he had been convicted — to which he 
had subsequently confessed — that there 
had been, in fact no murder com- 
mitted. 

"Sure, I was the most surprised man 
in the state of Texas," admits Rector 
Williams, "i thought it was all com- 
ing to me and that 1 had killed him 
right enough, und so I'm not complain- 
ing any about those twenty years. 
They was corning to me in a way." 

In the brave old days of th" cow- 
puncher and his reckless, carefree life 
of danger and of romance idealized bv i 
'Fred Remington and Alfred Henry I 
treet Lewis, Rector Williams and Bernard 
Carter worked for the same big outfit! 
down on the Panhandle and rode the 
range together. That was in Crockett 
and Peers counties, when- they herded 
the wild-eyed, long-horned steers of 
the McCormack "Stur- in-square" 
brand. Later on, along in 1889, they 
formed a business partnership and 
owned cattle of their own in West 
Texas, quarrelling over the low prices 
of stock on the hoof, the shortage of 
water, the division of the work of the | 
range and many other such things I 
that partners will find to serve as an 
excuse for squabbling. 

The last of these quarrels ended in I 
a rough-and-tumble tight in the lone- I 
ly range house, in the course of which 
Williams grabbed a knife and plunged 
it three times into the body of hia : 
partner, who fell, apparently dead. j 

"Sure, I felt bad about it," says 
Williams. "It sobered me up in a 
minute End I felt mighty sorry that 
I'd killed him — bu more scared." { 

To cover up the crime Williams 
dragged the body down to the Peers 
river and threw it in, then returning 
to clean up the cabin and generally! 
blot out the trail of crime. Suspicions 
grew rapidly among the neighbor cat- 
tlemen, however, and he was arrested, 
fairly tried, convicted on circumstan- 
tial evidence, and would ha' e hanged 
but for the simple incident of the body 
not having been found, on which his 
counsel laid due emphasis. 

That the corpse of Carter did not 
present itself accusingly is reasonable 
when it Is known now that the sup- 
posed dead man revived on finding 
himself in cold water some distance 
below the range, whither the current 
had borne him undrowried. A China- 
man hauled him out of the river and 
when ho had recovered he hiked to 
the southwest, regarding it as fitting 
punishment for his partner that he 
would have to pay some joint notes 
then just about due. 

It was in the present year that lie 
next heard of Williams, or rather read 
his name In a newspaper, among 
those of a number of Texas convicts 
who had been giving evidence before 
a prison commission of inquiry. 

Becoming interested, his mind went 
back to the cattle-handling days down 
on the Texas plains, and for the first 
time it struck him that his partner 
might have encountered heavier pen- 
alties than in the payment of those 
old debts of the partnership. 

"Well, the poor, poor old scout:" he 
soliloquized, as the truth of the sltua- 
I tlon suggested Itself; and forthwith 
he took train for Texas to confirm or 
allay his suspicions. It was a com- 
paratively simple matter to gain ad- 
mittance to the prison when once the 
circumstances were explained, and the 
partners were re-united after twenty

To facilitate the work of sidewalk 
construction and incidentally to as- 
certain if the most of sidewalks con- 
strutted under the day labor system 
Is more than that under contract, as 
has fb»!en maintained, the city, if the 
recommendation of the streets com- 
mittee,' he accepted, will call for ten- 
ders for not less than two nor more 
tjian live miles of sidewalk work, the 
acting engineer to outline a scheme 
of work and prepare necessary speci- 
fications. 

The topic was brought up by a 
communication from a number of 
owners on McBrlde street, between 
Queen's avenue and Bay street, ask- 
ing that as work under the day labor 
system would cost too much the con- 
tract system be adopted. It was 
pointed out that on a similar street 
sidewalk work cost thirty-six cents 
per square foot, or $3.24 per yard, 
whereas contractors here would Lake 
the work at Sl' per yard. The owners 
stated that they could aid understand 
why tin. present system should be 
continued it contract work is so much 
cheaper ami recommended that Mc- 
Brlde street, when done, should not 
be bunched wi'h a number of other 
works of sidewalk construction on 
which much tilling would be neces- 
sary, us McBrlde street will require no 
tilling and tho owners do not feel that 
they should be called upon to contrl 
bute towards tin- cost of heavier work 
on other streets. 

Alderman Raymond suggested that 
four or live miles of sidewalk work -be 
let by contract. This would permit of 
much of the arrears being completed 
and give' a good idea of the compara- 
tive cost of contract and day labor. 

.Alderman Bnimormnn declared the 
city has . now more sidewalk work to 
do than It can attend to this year, 
while Mayor Morley believed that it 
contract work Is adopted Winnipeg's 
system should bo followed.— Th,e city 
should also put in a tender, it would 
also be advisable to so arrange the 
work to be doe- by contract that the 
contractor should not have to make 
frequent jumps from one piece to an- 
other ami there should be no block- 
ing of the work by other city works. 

Counter Pi .mosition. 

Alderman Hulnner wdht'e'tf- tenders 
to be culled for the work at so much 
per foot for sidewalk, so much for 
lilllng, rock-blasting and other neces- 
sary portions, but Acting Engineer 
Brysou urged that bulk tenders be 
called to cover the cost of the entire 
work. 

The mayor pointed out that a reso- 
lution was recently passed by tin; 
council making the engineer respon- 
sible,, so his suggestion should lie' fol- 
lowed, and when - Alderman plumber 
still stuck to :: hls i .', opinion' • that' r the 
work should Vie tendered ; for at so 
much per foot, and further that the 
whole street improvement, roadway, 
sidewalks, etc., should be done under 
contract and at .the same time the 
mayor wanted to know who was en- 
gineer, Mr. Bryson, Alderman Humber 
or even the mayor? 

"You. seem to be," remarked Alder- 
man ilumbor. who also asked the act- 
ing engineer how many, men had been 
laid off sidewalk work: He understood 
that as a work was finished; the lnen 
were laid off. 

Mr. Bryson' denied that such was 
the case. The men had not been let 
out or laid off except when the weather 
would not permit of work being car- 
ried on. As to foremen being let out 
and others appointed the acting en- 
gineer understood that the council had 
recently passed a resolution that no 
appointments were to be made until 
the new engineer arrived. j 

The mayor stated that In this sup- | 
position Mr. Bryson was wrong. Tho 



acting engineer Is responsible and has 
full control of the men until a now 
engineer Is appointed. However, ho 
could quite understand how Mr. Bry- 
son might have been uncertain owing 
to the amount of backing and lilllng 
which had taken place over the ap- 
pointment of the new engineer. 

In order to avoid any more delay 
than is absolutely necessary an effort 
will be made to have local contractors 
supply the necessary conduits, etc., 
for the lighting system on Douglas 
street. Otherwise it will be necessary' 
to send away for the conduits and It 
would take at least two months to get 
them here. A communication from 
the city electrician suggesting that a 
stock of these, conduits, fibre and 
steel, be prdered and kept In stock, 
will be referred back to that oliiclal 
to report on the possibility of having 
the work done by local contractors. 
The mayor also pointed out that In 
other cities where the cluster .lighting 
systems are being installed lamps on 
which ijrop lights are used are in fa- 
vor, as such do away with the shadow 
wl^ich will be cast on the ground by 
the typo of lamps adopted by tho 
owners for use on Douglas street. 
Now that the city is evidently going 
extensively into this new stylo of 
lighting it would be wise to adopt 
some uniform and satisfactory typo 
and the experience of other cities 
should prove valuable. 

Fort Street Improvement. 

Owing to the fact that the cost of 
the proposed improvement on Fort 
street, between Douglas street and 
Cook street, exclusive uf the cost of 
widening tile thoroughfare, is estimat- 
ed to cost *!",:;, 000, of which the city 
will contribute one-third, or JIT, 333, 
and as the city is not allowed to con- 
tribute more than $15,000 on any local 
improvement work, the work will have 
to be split into two bylaws unless the 
owners are willing to allow the city 
to contribute $14,939 and put up the 
difference themselves. Tho mayor 
will interview the owners and ascer- 
tain what arrangement can be arrived 
at. 

11 is Worship and Alderman Ban- 
nerman will also wait upon H. B. 
Beasley, superintendent of the E. N., 
relative to the opening up of the 
crossing on Old Esquimau road over 
the railway. The railway commission 
ordered that tile work should be done 
at tlie company's expense, that Is the 
grading and laying of the crossing, 
and the company will be asked whe- 
ther it is willing to allow the city to 
do the work, the company to pay the 
cost, or whether the company prefers 
to do the work itself.

Rupert for which the Optimist of that 
city may be considered as speaking, 
thinks it has not only one, but several 
grievances against the provincial gov- 
ernment in general ami Attorney- 
General Bowser in particular.

THE SEALING QUESTION

That Canada is filling a largo place 
in the public eye is evident to all who 
have an opportunity of reading news- 
papers published abroad. This l.s not- 
ably the case In the United States. Not 
very long ago ago f< w people in that, 
country thought it worth while t.e 
know anything about Canada. Their 
genera! idea of the Dominion was thai 
It was a plttCO somewhere In the north, 
covered with snow and ice for th- 
greater part of the year, and practic- 
ally dependent upon lis southern neigh- 
hour for anything that made life 
worth living. Even as yet, this notion 



The sealing question has reached an 
acute stage. The lease of the North 
American Commercial company will 
expire this year, and some decision 
must be reached in regard to the seals 
on the Prlbyloff Islands. Primarily, 
that is a matter which concerns the 
United States government alone, for 
the Islands are the property of that 
country, but, while the seals resort to 
the Islands for breeding purposes, they 
are not the property id' anyone when 
once they are upon the hl c :h seas. 
Hence, by the rules of international 
law, any person may take the seals 
when they have passed outside of the 
three-mile limit. The United States 
government has forbidden the citizens 
an seel ot Lllat l 'oun'.ry to engage in pelagic 
' sealing, so they cannot take the ani- 
mals on tli r- high sea; and by an agree- 
ment reached between the British and 
United Stall's governments, British 
subjects tiro prohibited from sealing 
within certain parts of the ocean. This 
restriction applies only to the parties 
lo the treaty, and hence Russians and 
Japanese, and for that matter, the 
subjects of any other power, may take 
seals whenever they please outside of 
the territorial jurisdiction of the Unit- 
ed States. This very onesided arrange- 
ment is very justly objected to by 
Canadian sealers, who ate unable to 
view with equanimity vessels flying 
either the Russian or Japanese flag 
sealing in waters prohibited to them. 
The letise above mentioned being on 
tlie point of expiry, the time seems 
auspicious for the settlement of the 
whole question upon an equitable 
basis. 

It is saiil that the remedy for the 
depletion of tin- seal herd is the aboli- 
tion of pelagic sealing. This is dis- 
puted, but th.- United Stat-s govern- 
ment is very desirous of securing the 
assent of th.- governments Interested 
in its abolition. To this proposal there 
are several obvious answers, the most 
material of which is that if other 
countries are to surrender a rigid 
I'll.- grades j which is theirs by the law of nations, 
to be com- : for the ben.-fit nf the United States. 

they ought to receive some compensa- 
tion. The reasonableness of this claim 
is so apparent that the proposal re- 
ferred to in th.- subjoined extract from 
the Toronto Globe has been made. But 
there is another aspect to the case. If 
the Canadian sealers are to go out of 
■business they are entitled to some' com- 
pensation. They have considerable 
money tied up in vessels and equip- 
ment, and It would tie wholly Inequit- 
able to ask them to lose this for the 
public benefit. Compensation must be 
made them either by the Canadian gov- 
ernment or the United States. The 
case is so clear that no argument is 
necessary, (if course, the same obser- 
vation will apply to the sealers of 
Other countries; but that is their af- 
fair.

Ill order to reach a sober decision 
of what should be done at this junc- 
ture. It Is necessary to recapitulate 
'briefly the situation as It exiscts. On 
the one hand,- Prof. Henry W. Elliott, 
who has made himself intimately ac- 
quainted with the whole subject by 
personal observation, declares that the 
diminution in numbers Is caused by the 
undue proportion of males slaughtered 
ull the Islands by the company's em- 
ployees. Mr. David Starr Jordan, who 
has served on several of the commis- 
sions, lays the blame on pelagic seal- 
ing — the capture of the animals at 
sea. Prof. Elliott has undoubtedly 
made out a good case, but it may he 
admitted that those who hunt at sea 
will kill a gravid female just as read- 
ily as a bachelor seal. 

The whole question of pelagic seal- 
ing is in a most unsatisfactory condi- 
tion. By the terms of the Convention 
of Paris, Canada agreed to prohibit her 
hunters from taking, seal at less than 
sixty miles from the Islands. No other 
nation, however, was called upon for 
such ;m act of neighborliness, witli the 
consequence that Japanese hunters 
capture seals up to the normal inter- 
national three-mile limit. It is natural 
for the Canadian sealers to feel that 
it' these valuable creatures are to be 
extinguished they should not be handi- 
capped during the process. While 
they might he willing to make sacri- 
fices for their perpetuation, it is too 
.much to ask them to be placed tit a 
disadvantage, while the hunters i»f 
other nations tire allowed to carry out 
what must lead to an early extermin- 
ation. 

What should be done under Ihe cir- 
cumstances is, to our mind, quite clear. 
There are two nests of North Pacific 
seals, one on the Asian coast at the 
Commanderoff Islands, owned by Rus- 
sia, and the other off Alaska, owned 
by tlie United Stales. The ownership 
of the seal.-, is, however, a very differ- 
ent matter. They Journey to sea a 
thousand miles from the rookeries, and 
under ordinary international law, once 
outside lae three-mile limit they are 
the property of anyone who can get 
his hands on them, 'l"h.' bunt is vir- 
tually confined to the people of four na- 
tions—the Americans, the Canadians, 
the Japanese and the' Russians. In 
older to preserve the herds there must 
he an agreement butween these four 
nations. In any settlement of the 
question the fact that those who own 
the rookeries do not own the seals 
should be recognized. What, then, 
should the settlement be? To our mind 
the answer is dear. Pelagic sealing 
should stop altogether; the killing 
Should be done wholly at the: rookeries, 
in the most merciful way that can he 
devised, and tlie profits of the business 
should be distributed among the four 
nations Interested. A portion of Can- 
ada's share might well be paid into tlie 
exchequer of the province of British 
Columbia as' compensation for the de- 
struction of a profitable business. This 
would be a fair a nil rational settlement. 
The existing conditions, which prevent 
Canadians from doing what the Jap- 
anese are allowed to do Is irritating 
and wholly unsatisfactory, .' Hitherto 
the lease has been a complication. 
The opportunity of its expiry should be 
seized for coming to a final and equit- 
able settlement.

There 
was a large attendance, speeches were 
delivered by the Lord Bishop of Col- 
umbia. Rt. Rev. Bishop McDonald, Rev. 
Herman Carson, and His Worship 
.Mayor Motley, and all were of a con- 
gratulatory cliurarter. 

Airs. Willlscroft occupied ihe chair. 
In her introductory remarks she ex- 
plained the object of the gathering, the 
efforts the women had made in secur- 
ing the home, and dwelt on the pleas- 
use of the members of the organiza- 
tion with winch she is identified in 
being able to receive their guests in 
the building, the possession of which 
Indicated the success of the organiza- 
tion's labors. 

His Lordship Bishop Pen-in, after 
congratulating the W. C. T. U. on the 
evidence of Its industry in a worthy 
cause, spoke of the usefulness of the 
home. It would provide a shelter for 
those with no oilier place to go. It 
would fill a want long fell. Those who 
sought assistance would bo kindly re- 
ceived. They ivould be accorded a 
welcome, given that which they craved 
temporarily, and help to positions 
where they could attain an Independ- 
ent footing, 

It was suggested by the speaker that 
the association might issue tickets 
which would entitle the holder to ad- 



mission to the home, so many meals 
and a bed for a sp'eelfled period. These 
could bo sold to citizens. Then the lat- 
ter, when approached by charity, seek- 
ers, would be in a position to direct 
them" to the proper place for help and, 
to bestow upon them cards that would 
recommend them to the management. 
This would he much better than tlie 
handing out of money, as there was 
no doubt that much of the latter, in- 
stead of being put into tlie use for 
which It was intended, went directly 
to the saloons. 

This system, Bishop Perrin declared/ 
had been adopted in England. There it 
was found very satisfactory. He bo- ; 
Ueved that it could bo operated in con- | 
r.ection with Victoria's W, C. T. U. 
with equally good results. Conclud- 
ing, he expressed the hope that the la- 
dles would moot with every sucess In 
what they had undertaken. 

In Hearty Sympathy 

It was a great pleasure, Rt. Rev. 
Bishop Macdonald said, to be present 
on such an occasion and to express 
himself as being in hearty sympathy 
with the movement. It was a great 
and noble work. The splendid build- 
ing, well equipped, comfortable and 
roomy, which thu W. C. T. U. had been 
enabled to secure for the prosecution 
of th<dr work, he thought, must be a 
source of deep gratification to them, as 
11 was to their friends and sympathiz- 
ers. 

After referring to the adage, "Tem- 
perance is good, but total abstinence is 
better," the speaker went on to dwell 
on the cardinal virtues. Among thesu 
were Prudence, Fortitude. Honesty and 
Temperance. The W. (,'. T. U. stood 
for all, but more especially for the lat- 
ter. He was sure that tlie work 
that had been launched under such 
auspicious circumstances would flour- 
ish. 

Mrs. Longfleld sang a selection en- 
titled "Spring Is Come." 

Rev. Herman Carson, pastor of the 
First Congregational Church, congrat- 
ulated those responsible for the suc- 
cess that had crowned their endeavors 
to secure a suitable home for the pur- 
suance of their labors. While those 
who had been watching the movement 
with Interest, and wiio were heartily 
glad that the llrst goal had been 
achieved, wished to see It prosper, 
they could not be snld to hope that the 
constituency among which the mission 
would have to work would increase. 
However, it would have to be admit- 
ted that, with the growth of the popu- 
laion, the element needing the kindly 
aeslsance of such an organization as 
the W.C.T.U. would become greater 
and he was sure that the ladles would 
f-om this date forth be able to coj.-o 
wltl- the situation. 

He thought the ladies were to be 
felicitated on the securing of .such a 
splendidly situated block for tlie work 
intended and for their taste and wis- 
dom In tlie preparation of tlie interior. 
There was no doubt that it would be 
adequate for the present, that the un- 
forunates who would he carcif for and 
given a fresh start in life would be ac- 
corded comfortable accommodation, 
and that the facilities were such as to 
handle that class for some years. He 
liked to think of the W.C.T.U.'s mis- 
sion as a place where the men who 
In some way had fallen by the way- 
side might obtain an opportunity for 
the rebuilding of their lives, where 
they could prepare for a fresh start. 

Casting a Lino 

In Illustrating his point ho referred 
to some articles written by Dr. Gren- 
tell, in one of which he tells of his ex- 
perience .with fishermen off the coast 
of Labrador. Their fleet had become 
becalmed In a bay and, while the wind 
way playing over the waters outside, 
it was' impossible for them to get their 
boats out where the sails would get 
the wind and be wafted to spots where 
the fish were to be caught. Dr. Gren- 
fell had found them in this sad predi- 
cament and, from his vessel, had "cast 
them a line." That was Just what the 
W.C.T.U. did for the waifs and strays 
of mankind among whom it worked. lit 
took them In when they were friend- 
less, away from the kindly influences 
of the home communities, and by set- 
ting them on their feet, not through 
patronizing charity but by tactful help 
and sympathy, enabled them to true 
themselves and to set forth iil'.o life's 
battle with renewed energy and con- 
fidence. 

Treasurer's Statemont 

Mrs. Gordon Grant, In behalf of the 
treasurer, made a brief financial re- 
port. She told of the Inception of the 
movement. It was started as a result 
of the story told by a young man who, 
released from the hospital after a try- 
ing illness, wandered about the streets 
destitute until, in his desperation, he 
picked up a stone and broke a plate 
glass window in order that he might 
be taken to the police station for shel- 
ter for tlie night. Tlie W.C.T.U. bad 
established quarters on Langley street.

The bXficlal title of. the organization 
was ratified, following which it was 
resolved that "The object and purpose 
of the Association is to assist in the 
protection of fish and game, n0d to en- 
courage . field sports and good-fellow- 
ship among sportsmen." 

Incidentally it is the purpose of this 
association to use all efforts to secure 
t'n. enactment of better laws in the 
matter of hunting and fishing.

WANDERINGS OF 

WHANG HO ENDED 

Chinese Junk Finally Abandoned in 
Far Eastern Waters After an 
Adventurous Voyage. 

The wanderings of the old Chinese 
funk Whang Ho are over. She has 
been abandoned far away In the east- 
ern seas and the curtain has been 
rung down on a romantic voyage, for 
some time the Whang Ho was on ex- 
hibition at San Francisco and Port- 
land, having been bought at Hongkong 
and sailed across the Pacific. Slu 
ceased to attract, and It was decided 
to send the Junk salting to England, 
For a craft of her slue a voyage around 
the Horn was not an undertaking to 
be lightly entered upon, and shipping 
men watched the venture with con- 
siderable' interest. 

Weeks wont by after her departure 
without any tidings, and it was felt 
that she must have foundered in the 
heavy gales that were reported in the 
Pacific after her departure, She ,weu- 
thorcd the storms, though, and eventu- 
ally turned up at Tahiti, one of the

Coals of Tertiary age are 
known at a number of localities, as In 
the Nicola valley and near Princeton, 
The Terilary coals are lignites, and 
sometimes form thick scams, as In the 
case of the Princeton area, where an 18- 
foot seam outcrops on the hanks of the 
SImllkameen river. The total coal pro- 
duced in 1907 was In the neighbourhood 
of 3,000,000 tons. Though Cretaceous 
coals occur In the Yukon. on 
some of the Queen Charlotte group, 
within the basin of the Skeena river, 
ami elsewhere, the main development of 
coal mining lias, as yet. taken place on 
Vancouver Island, and within the Kocky 
mountains to the foothills to the oast. 

On Vancouver Island the coal seams 
occur In the upper part of the Creta- 
ceous. Coal mining Is concentrated In 
two areas on the cast coast of the Is- 
land, known as the Comox and Nanulmo 
eoal fields. The Cornox field has an 
estimated area of about 300 square 
miles. At one mine, within a vertical 
section of !-- feet there 'are ten seams, 
willi an tiggregate thickness of about 
29 feet, the thickest seam measuring 10 
feet. In the Nanalmo field, two seams, 
one vi rylng In thicknets from G feet 
to 20 feet, and the other from 3 to D 
feel, are being mined. The coals are all 
bit uminous. 

In the Rocky mountains and the foot- 
hills the Cretaceous coal measures oc- 
cur us basins amongst the folded and 
faulted Palaeozoic cud Mesozolc strata.
